Manuel Lewi thethird Portingaleconfeſ-

DoQtors children, and that 
he had arder from the King of Spaine to giue 
to-Lopez Whartſoener he would aske to perpe- 
trate the fact. Manxel Lewis in the end had alfo 
by order of the Counte Fuente; two letters of 
exchange for a ſumme of money to be ſhewed

And he confeſſeth further that when Gomes; 
Daxila had carried the letters from Ferrer ro al- 
ſure the Counte Fuentes, that Lopez would per- 
formethe fat hauing aſſurance for the 50000. 
Crownes, Gomez, Dazila ftaied a moneth with- 
out anſwere,forthatthe Counte ſaid that he ex- 
pected ſome further reſolution out of Spaine : 

Neuertheles Gopzezreturned and brought word 
to Ferrera, that afſoone as the Counte ſhould 
have theKings further reſolution, Manuel Le- 
w4 ſhould-be ſent into England with the ſame 
reſolution,and fo accordingly Manuel Lewis vp- 
_ on thereſolution brought to the Counteout of 
 Spaine, he (aid he was ſent into England with 
two letters, the one from the Counte, the 0- 
ther from 1barra,Datcd at Bruxels the 12.and 14. 
of Decemb.1593.. on 

Many other good proofes thereare by mani- 
feſt circumſtances expreſled intheſethreemens 
Examinations,and in their writings, partly jnter= 
cepted inthe carriage thereof,and partly found 
withthem attheirapprehenſian,that might fur- 
ther confirme the originall intent for this foule 
vnchriſtian and heatheniſh Actto haue comen_ 
fromthe K.of Spaine, andhis Counſellors : Bur

And ſuch was the Re- 
atance of cManuell Lews tor his fat againſt 
er Maieſtie, as not long afore his death, hedid 
makearecitall with his ownchande writing of 
all his Actions about this matter, and concluded 
 withtheſe wordes: God graunt by his dinine mer- 
cie that all thoſe thinges that are machyned and 
framed by the King of Spaine againſt the Maieſtic of 
the Bueene may neuer take any effett,co God grant 
through his dinine goodneſſe that all theſe treaſors 
 whichare wrought may be diſconered, and prolong 
for manie large yeares the life of the Mateſtic of the 
 Dueene , with increaſe of ereater kingdomes, as ſhe 
 eſerneth,and as hir faithfull ſubjects doe deſire, * 
_ Theſe well conſidered may ſerue to informe 
 theworld ſufficiently oftheſe Attions againſt al 
contradictions, hovy to iudge of theQueene of 
England, tobe moſt barbarouſlie wronged, and 
oftheKing of Spaine, by report of his owne in- 
ward Counſellors, to deſerueto be condemned 
before God and man, if he ſhall not vpon infor- 
mation hereof acquit himſelf of the _——

puniſhment of his Counſellors, both for their
